WASHINGTON, March 80.—With cynical disregard for 
the needs of the 17,000,000 unemployed all over the United 
States, the senate took less than five minutes of its time to 
finally approve the “Reforestation Bill,” which will herd a 
quarter of a million workers into concentration camps under

Fight Forced Labor: 

Vigorous opposition to the forced 
labor program should not slacken, be- 
cause the bill has passed. It is neces- 
sary to fight every effort to take 
families or single men off relief and 
ship them to the camps. Every at- 
tempt to do this must be resisted. 
Telegrams of protest should fill the 
White House with demands that no 
military rules be adopted in the 
camps. All workers should be free 
to leave at any time. Demand that 
all workers hired receive wages at 
full union rates. All attempts to dis- 
criminate Negroes and place 
them under inhuman conditions in 
jim crow camps must be smashed. 

It is necessary for the unemployed 
and part time workers not to permit 
this law to substitute the basic de- 
mands of the unemployed which is 
immediate cash relief and unemploy- 
ment Insurance.

By thus placing the federal govern- 
ment dehind the mortgage sharks i 
can reinforce the state police who, 
in many cases, have failed to crush 
the farmers’ fight against sheriffs’ 
sales and eviction attempts by mort- 
gage holders, with federal forces 
even the United States Army. This 
bill, if adopted, will be followed by 
legislation enforcing the act and mak- 
ing it a federal crime to resist the 
demands of the mortgage holders, in- 
asmuch as the bill makes the federal 
government responsible for interest 
payments on these mortgages. 

Mase Slavery for Farmers 

The interweaving of the “refin- 
ancing” measure with the so-called 
farm relief att is part of the inten- 
sified drive against the farmers. The 
“relief” act itself will raise prices ac- 
cording to measure (bushels) of farm 


produce. The tax on processing (the 
first purchaser of farm products) will 
raise the price of these products to 
the consumer. It is also provided 
that a similar tax can be placed on 
substitutes (oleomargerine for butter, 
for example). This prevents the con- 
sumer resorting to substitutes. 

But it will not benefit the indi- 
vidual small farmer because the re- 
lief bill” compeis him to cut down 
his acreage. 

Government to Force Payments 


By far the most infamous feature 
that will be introduced by the fed- 
eral government in connection with 
the combined “farm relief” and re- 
financing bill is the forced collection 
of payments on farm mortgage debts 
by the device of having the proces- 
sor” deduct a certain sum from pay- 
ments for the crops and turning it 
over to the mortgage holders, or the 
representatives of the federal bank.

OPEN HEARING 
OF CITY AID 
_IS DEMANDED 


Couneil Scores New 
Tiger Crew; Makes 
Jobless Demands 


NEW YORK, March 30.—At the 
meeting of the new Emergency Work 
and Relief Administration in Com- 
missioner Taylor’s office, yesterday, 
Carl Winter, Secretary of the Un- 
employed Council of Greater New 
York, protested “Star Chamber Pro- 
ceedings” and insisted that a public 
hearing on relief administration be 
called at City Hall. 


Accompanying the Unemployed 
Council representatives was a group 
of discharged Emergency Work Bu- 
reau employees for whom the Coun- 
cil asked immediate re-instatement 
or relief equivalent to former earn- 
ings without delay or re-investiga- 
tion. This group had formerly been 
excluded from the Conference Room 
by a Mr. Stern, attorney, who had 
placed himself at the head of a de- 
legation to protest Emergency Work 
Bureau dismissals. 


A change from the present voucher 
system to cash relief, the raising of 
relief levels to $10 a week for couples 
and $3 additional for each depend- 
ent was demanded by the Unem- 
ployed Council. The re-opening of 


offices was also called for on the 
grounds of increasing need, growing 
registration, and the inability for the 
unemployed to pay carfare to the is- 
olated Bureau office in the present 
locations. 


Commissioner Taylor bristled and 
protested, “I don't like that word,” 
when Winter charged discrimination 
against Negroes and foreign born 
applicants. When challenged for 
proof, Winter pointed out that in 
the Harlem Relief Bureau the vast 


majority of applicants for work re- 


lief are Negroes, while the majority 
of jobs are given to whites. 

With regard to foreign born, he 
challenged Commissioner Taylor to 
explain why relief questionnaires ask 
whether the applicant is a citizen or 


foreign born. 


Protest was also lodged against the 
discharge of civil service employees 
whose jobs are then turned over to 
unemployed on work relief at much 
lower pay. Prevailing rates of pay 
were demanded for all relief work. 
The Council demanded the stopping 
of evictions of the unemployed and 
foreclosures on their homes as well 
as full relief to all single people in 
their homes rather than in institu- 
tions or camps. 

The Council announced its inten- 
tion of pressing for an immediate 
public hearing at City Hall in order 
to bring out revelations of malad- 
ministration and inadequate care of 
the unemployed.

Klein in person, who tells them that 
they are working for the best store 
in the world, and for the most kind- 
hearted employer. If they work hard, 
Klein tells the new girls, they will 
be advanced in salary and position. 
At the time he is telling them this, 
he is planning to fire most of them 
as soon as they are exhausted by his 
speed-up system. 


And Be Stool-Pigeon 

The new Klein empioyee must sign 
papers which promise to report any 
other employee who does anything 
whatever irregular, even talking. The 
new girls are also given the third 
degree, and all information about 
their lives is recorded in the Klein 
files. 

Klein employs an enormous staff 
cf male and female detectives, and 
these detectives must produce results 
or get fired. They “catch” an aver- 
age of four girls a day on one charge 
or another, and are then given the 


the “crying room.” Those that are 
not turned over to the police are ter- 
rorized by being made to sign legal 
looking documents. 


No Limit To Speed Up 

Speed-up at Klein's gets worse and 
worse. Althouth there is a rule that 
only a few dresses may be carried 
from the stock room at one time, the 
girls must carry 40 and 50 to keep 
with their work. The work of stoop- 
ing and picking up the dresses 10 
hours a day is work that would make 
a truck driver tired. The depart- 
ment heads and other superiors are 
driven by the upver bureavcracy at 
Klein's to drive the girls, and this 
they do in brutal, coarse language 
and manner. 

The fact that Klein’s is still housed 
in a rat-trap of a building, which 
Klein does not repair in order to save 
himself monev, accounts for the tre- 
mendous heat in the summer, and 
the cases of heat exhaustion, which 
are so numerous that a special nurse 
is hired for the purpose of taking 
care of the girls. No employee, how- 
ever, is allowed to go home unless 
she shows definite signs of fever. 
Then she is “allowed” to go home, 
without pay. And this is happening 
while Klein tells boss press reporters 
that he is making “more women hap- 
py than any other man in New 
York.” 

Workers in Klein’s are organizing 
to fight back Mr. Klein's onslaught 
in the “bargain emporium” on hu-

LEHMAN DEMANDS 
TIGER BEER GRAB 


Holds Up Measure in 
Fight for Spoils 


ALBANY, March 30.—The Tam- 
many governor, Herbert H. Lehman, 
adopted the methods of the Tammany 
president, Franklin D. Roosevelt, to- 
day when he appeared before a joint 
session of the legislature today and 
insisted upon swift passage of his beer 
control bill. 

Tammany is getting nervous about 
the delay, because it wants to go 
ahead full blast using state power to 
get its greedy claws upon the beer 
business before April th.

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NEGRO WITNESSES IN SCOTTSBORO 
. TRIAL TELL OF JURY EXCLUSION

DECATUR, Ala.—Not one Negro 
was on the jury roll for Haywood 
Paterson, venire among fifteen 
hundred names which Liebowitz, 
attorney for the Scottsboro boys 
forced A. J. Tidwell, member of the 
jury board to read off. Tidwell 
tried to evade the direct question 
as to whether Negroes were ex- 
cluded from the jury roll. Lieb- 
owitz then forced the court to pro- 
duce the roll. The jury commission 
claimed it did not know who was 
Negro and who white. The attorney 
forced Tidwell to call off names 
from a list of at least 1500 he knew, 
all of which turned out to be white. 
Liebowitz threatened to subpeona 
all 1500 to prove that there are no 
Negroes among them.

2,500 Jurors—No Negroes 
Under sharp questioning by the de- 
tense attorney, J. H. Greene, clerk 
of the circuit court, was compelled to 
admit that during four years’ service 
he had personally not seen one Ne- 
gro out of 2,500 jurors. 

Earlier, Dr. Sykes, a graduate of 
Harvard University and a resident 
of Decatur, who was called by the 
defense, said that he had “never seen 
nor heard of a single Negro juror in 
Morgan county. 

Despite inter jections by Judge Hor- 
ton and Prosecutor Knight, Liebow- 
itz declared:

Later in the session when the at- 
tempt by Knight to bulldoze and 
ridicule H. J. Banks, a Negro witness, 
aroused merriment from some of the 
“better” white spectators in the 
courtroom, the defense attorney 
shouted: “If snickering or laughing 
continues, I will demand that the 
judge clear the court. This is no 
Roman holiday.” 

Knight received the surprise of his

Silent On Soviet Union’s Proposals 

Litvinoff’s proposals, as chief Sov- 
jet delegate at the Conference, for 
complete disarmament, were passed 
over in embarrassed silence, for the 
capitalist powers dare not disarm as 
long as the system of imperialist ri- 
valries dominates the world, as long 
as the capitalist system still exists. 
Even the subsequent Soviet propo- 
sals for a proportional reduction of 
armaments met with no response. 

Since then, even the so-called li- 
mitation of armaments,” which is 
nothing more than an attempt to 
remain armed to the teeth but save 
some money in doing so, has met 
with the obstacles inherent in the 
rivalries of the various imperialist 
powers. 

Two Rival Camps 

Today, instead of so-called “dis- 
armament,” capitalist Europe is di- 
vided into two armed camps. 

One camp, comprising France and 
her allies: Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Jugoslavia, and Roumania, includes 
most of the victors of the World 
War, who gained territory in the 
peace treaties of Versailles.

Nazi threats against the Soviet 
Union, the British steps in Moscow 
in the engineers’ case, and Musso- 
lini’s call for a holy anti-Communist 
war are all parts of one big anti- 
Soviet front. 

Pistol Aimed at France 

The Four-Power Pact, to 
include France, Germany, Italy and 
Great Britain, really is a pistol aimed 
at France's head.

Out Palatinate Jews 


BERLIN, Mar. 30  30.—The Hitler Ca- 
binet has taken the first step in a 
methodical campaign to expel East- 
ern European Jews from Germany. 
Hitler’s Commissioner for the Pala- 
tinate, near the French Frontier, has
